Chattanooga, Tenn., May 29.—With 
Hags furled and kits packed, many sur 
vivors of the Southern arm y who a t­ 
tended the ‘twenty-third annual Unit­ 
ed Confederate Veterans reunion here, 
departed for their 
homes 
Thursday 
night.

Death stalked in the midst of the 
cheering throng which Thursday p ar­ 
ticipated in the impressive veterans’ 
parade. Three aged soldiers who came 
to renew campaign friendships made 
during the war be ween the states, re- 
J sponded for the last time to their reg ­ 
imental calls. 
Robert sNolen, a veteran from H ous­ 
ton, Texas, fell down the steps of the 
J city auditorium and sustained a brok­ 
en neck. 
D. F. Moore, of Fuqua, Texas, who 
was injured in a fall Wednesday, died 
at a local hospital Thursday. G. W. 
Mullenix of Irondale, Ga., entered a 
res a m a n t just after the veterans* pa­ 
rade was ended, and dropped dead 
Several veterans were exhausted by 
the trying ordeal of Thursday’s march 
but at a late hour no additional deaths 
had been reported. 
Scenes Thursday night at the rail­ 
road stations brought tears to eyes of 
thousands of visitors who were re ­ 
turning to their homes after attending 
the reunion. Aged soldiers, when p a rt­ 
ing, clasped each other in warm em ­ 
brace and uttered fervent prayers that 
they would meet again at the next I 
reunion. Many were so feeble that they 
could scarcely 
clam ber 
aboard 
th^ 
trains, but willing hands were ready 
to assist them. 
The climax of the 
reunion 
came 
Thursday when several thousand vet­ 
erans m arched and rode through the 
city streets in their annual parade, 
accompanied by sponsors and escort­ 
ed by national gaurdsm en from sevr 
eral states.

Minnesota Has Plan to Suppress Vice. 


St. Paul, Minn., May 30.—The Wal- 
lace-Fosseen law, enacted by the Min­ 
nesota legislature with a view to sup­ 
pressing disorderly and gambling re­ 
sorts by preventing the use of prop­ 
erty for improper purposes, came in­ 
to effect today. The law has several 
unique features. Under its provisions 
any citizen may begin a civil action 
to abate a nuisance, the resorts be­ 
ing classed as nuisances. Any attor­ 
ney may prosecute the action, which 
will be brought in the name of the 
state. 
If the court 
finds 
that • the 
charges are true an order will be is­ 
sued closing the property for one year 
confiscating the household goods in 
the places and ordering their sale, 
and fining the property owner 
$300. 
Under the law the property owner is 
presumed to be aware of the purpose 
to which the property is being put. 
The attorney prosecuting the case, ir 
successful, is to be given IO per cent 
of the fines and the amount realized 
from the sale of 
goods. 
To 
guard 
against an abuse of the law it is pro­ 
vided that the court, if convinced that 
an action is being brought in bad 
faith, may dismiss th»j case and assess 
the costs against 
the

cently approved by Gov. Cruce, is the 
opinion of State Superintendent Wil­ 
son and State Senator Fred E. Tuck­ 
er, chairman of the educational com­ 
mittee under whose direction the code 
was prepared.

and counties over 25,000 and less than 
40.000 are limited to $400 for clerk 
hire. Counties with population of over 
40.000 may have clerk for the entire 
year at $ »0 per month.

maximum salary of $1,800 with trav­ 
eling expenses not to exceed two vis­ 
its to each school each year.
